1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-17, drawn to an apparatus for packaging an optical element in a 
cavity classified in class 438/27,30. 

II. Claims 18-23, drawn to an apparatus to display an image in response to 
an external source that is independent of a type that is associated with the external 
source classified in class 345/87. 

III. Claims 24-31 , drawn to a method of constructing a light based module that 
can be utilized by an outside source to one of sense and emit a light based image 
classified in class 349/187. 

2. Inventions I, II, III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the claims in groups I having an 
apparatus for packaging an optical element in a cavity, while the claims in group II the 
substrate is made of material that minimize the CTE difference between micro display, 
while in group III a method of constructing a module and molding the housing, substrate 
and connector bar. The subcombination has separate utility such as installing of putting 
together an assembly for display and driving display with outside power supply and a 
method of constructing a module from outside source.
